and 24 injured. 


Hotel Target 


Guardsmen joined police in 


wide-ranging patrols. 


A crude firebomb w a s 


hurled from a car and gushed 
into flames outside a hotel, 
but it failed to ignite the 
building. An armed guard 
•was posted inside the hotel. 
The doors were locked. 


Policemen 
reported 
spot- 


ting several groups at work 
making Molotov cocktails — 
firebombs — 
behind build- 


ings. 


"We've got two cans of gas- 


oline and two cocktails," was 
the report from one squad 
car. 


Cuss Words 


A half dozen Negro m e n 


shouted o b s c e n i t i e s at 
Guardsmen while about 100 
Negroes watched at an inter- 
section. Policemen cleared 
the corner without violence. 


Crowds formed in one spot, 


then another. 


But in the original r i o t 


area of Hough (pronounced 
"Huff"), all was quiet in the 
first hours of darkness under 
the tight restrictions imposed 
by Guardsmen. O n l y resi- 
dents or motorists on official 
business could get in or out. 


"We are going to restore 


order," Mayor Ralph S. Loch- 
er said grimly after meeting 
with the commander of nearly 
2,000 troops called up l a t e 
Tuesday.

Lancaster County has dis- 


parities in its real estate as- 
sessments that will be magni- 
fied by the state tax commis- 
sioner's recommendations to 
the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion for equalizing the 1966 
valuations between the 93 
counties. 


This was indicated in a 


check by The Star of the 
sales - assessment 
r.a.t.l.o 


studies compiled by State Tax 
Commissioner George Dwor- 
ak's office. 


A sales-assessment study is 


a compilation_of r e p o r t e d 
property sales with a com- 
parison of the assessed valua- 
tion on the property. 


Worst Disparity 


Lancaster County's worst 


disparity, as revealed by the 
commissioner's studies is be- 
tween vacant lots and im- 
proved property. 


On the average, unimproved 


urban and suburban lots are 
being assessed at only 10% of 
market value from reported 
sales. 


In contrast, urban residen- 


tial property .shows an assess- 
ment ratio of 28.2%. 


Under One Per Cent 


The study showed some lots 


sold for $1,600 in the Lincoln 
area while being assessed on 
the county's books at $10, or 
less than one per cent of mar- 
ket value. 


Also noted was the consid- 


erable disparity between com- 
mercial property, which is as- 
sessed at 42.2% of reported 
sale values, and urban resi- 
dential, which carried an av- 
erage assessment 
ratio of 


28.2%. 


Sales-assessment ratios on 


other classes of property were 
20% on suburban residential, 
31.5% on multiple-residential 


urban, and 23.4% on agricul- 
tural property. 


Public Records 


Dworak declined 
to com- 


ment on Lancaster County's 
sales-assessment picture, but 
said, "All the data and infor- 
mation of our office are pub- 
lic records and will bc pre- 
sented to the State Board of 
Equalization." 


Lancaster County has n o t 


had a county-wide scientific 
reappraisal since 1953, b u t 
must start a reappraisal by 
Jan. 1, 1968, under a manda- 
tory 1963 low. 


Under Nebraska 
statutes, 


the County Board of Equali- 
zation is charged with equaliz- 
ing assessed valuations be- 
tween individual properties 
within the county. 


No Control 


The state board is charged 


with equalizing valuations be- 
tween counties and has no 
jurisdiction or control o v e r 
Inequities that may appear 
between properties within a 
county. 


Dworak said the 44% In 


crease on rural property that 
he recommended to the state 
board represents restoration 
of the 15% cutback ordered by 
the county board from t h e 
county's 1965 valuation level 
and a 25% increase to bring 
it up to the proposed 1966 val- 
uation level for all counties.

NU Graduate Student Interviews Ike

A University of Nebraska 


graduate student who, as a 
high-schooler, collected auto- 
graphs of prominent political 
figures climaxed his hobby 
last June when he was able 
to arrange a personal inter- 
view with former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


It all began when Dennis 


Warnemunde of 303 So. 27th, 
a graduate student in speech 
at the University, decided 10 
use as his topic for his mas- 
ter's thesis "The -flose-Gar- 
den Speaking of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower". 


The title refers to the infor- 


mal addresses delivered by 
the former president to visit- 
ing groups in Washington such 
as the American Legion's 
Boys' Nation. 
"It is actually a companion 


study to a thesis written in 
1963 called "The Rose-Garden 
Speaking of Harry S. Tru- 
man," Dennis explained. "It s 
an analysis of these talks — 
whether he conformed to con- 
temporary standards and how 
he presented himself through 
the speeches." 
. 


"I got the idea back in No- 


vember," he said. "And I 
made several trips down to 
the Eisenhower Library in 
Abilene, Kansas, to gather 
material for the thesis. I d 
hoped all along to be able to 
work in some kind of person- 
al Interview, b:i! it wasn't un- 
til my last trip in May that I 
got my chance. 


"The associate director of 


the library told me that Eisen-

hower was expected to be in 
the area early in June for the 
commencement exercises at 
Kansas State. He suggested 
that I write to Ike and ask to 
have an interview arranged 
while he was here." 


Dennis did just that. He re- 


ceived a reply from the for- 
mer president a week later 
saying that Ike would be 
"very happy" to meet with 


Dennis if it c o u l d bc ar- 
ranged. 


It could be. "On June 4 


D e n n i s met with Ike for a 
half-hour personal interview. 
"I asked him questions that I 
had prepared ahead of time 


speeches concerning t h e i r 
purpose and preparation," he 
said. 


"In my opinion, it was 


much easier to communicate 
with him than I thought it 
would be," Dennis said. "He 
made the interview sort of an 
informal conversational one." 
""Though his schedule p e r- 
mitted only a half hour f o r 
our interview," Dennis said, 
"we actually t a l k e d for 
about 35 minutes. Ike didn't 
stop the interview until he 
was through with what he 
wanted to say." 


Very Considerate 


"He was very considerate, 


loo," Dennis added. "I h a d 
asked him if I could have a 
picture taken with him, a n d 
he agreed. But after our inter- 
view was over his secretary 
told him that he had another 
half an hour interview sched- 
uled." 


"When he realized that he 


would be unable to have the 
picture taken just then, he 
asked me if I could wait for 
30 minutes," Dennis said. "He 
arranged to have the picture 
taken after his second inter- 
view." 


"When I was In high school, 


my hobby was collecting auto- 
graphs of prominent political 
figures," Dennis said. "I have 
about 120-150 of them." 


"Actually, I suppose, this 


was partly the reason I chose 
to study the speeches of Ei- 
senhower rather than some 
other past president. S i n c e 
Eisenhower was still alive, 
there was the chance of a 
personal interview," he said. 


"I'm really happy that I 


got the chance I did," Dennis 
said. "It was quite an experi- 
ence—an unforgettable one."

Six Planes Downed By Reds So Far This Week 


Saigon UV-Two more U.S. 


warplanes were shot down by 
the communists Wednesday, 
the U.S. command announced 
Thursday, raising to six the 
number of American aircraft 
downed over North Viet Nam 
this week. 


Seven American fliers were 


lost with their planes Wednes- 
day and listed as missing. 


A spokesman said the two 


craft were shot down by 
ground fire, but did not indi- 
cate whether this was from 
antiaircraft artillery or mis- 
siles. 


Record Barrage 


U.S. jet pilots Tuesday en- 


countered a record barrage of 
29 missiles and a flight of 
challenging MIGS d u r i n g 
strikes at six oil depots and 
other targets in North Viet 
Nam. Two of these U.S. planes 
were downed, one by a mis- 
sile and the other by a MIG17. 


The new losses Wednesday 


brought to 297 the total downed 
since the U.S. air offensive 
against the north started Feb. 
7 last year. 


Just south -of the border, 


B52 jets from Guam gave a 
hand to 7,000 U.S. Marines 
and 3,000 South Vietnamese 
troops trying to pin down a 
reported division of perhaps 
8,000 to 10,000 North Vietna- 
mese regulars. They bombed 
a suspected staging area be- 
fore dawn. The count of ene- 
my dead in the ground sweep, 
launched last Friday, rose to 
376. Light contact was report- 
ed Wednesday afternoon.

defendant 


The Rev. Mr. Peterson, 30, 


spent 20 minutes with Speck, 
then told newsmen: 


"He (Speck) is concerned 


about his relationship with 
God. 
I think that primarily 


was the reason he saw me. 
It was a very personal con- 
versation." 


Asked if Speck Is a reli- 


gious person, the soft-spoken 
.minister replied: "Isn't every- 
body religious?"

Barada—You'd think each spade was 


assigned to dig up its own special leg- 
end here at Indian Cave State Park. 


A 35-man cleanup crew is actually 


engaged in the sweaty restoration of cen- 
tury-old St. Deroin cemetery, not in ex- 
huming stories. They come nonetheless, 
seemingly from every hill and every old- 
timer around. 


"We can't vouch for the facts, but at 


least some of the talcs make pretty good 
listening," said Paul Heller, junior super- 
intendent of the planned 3,000-acre devel- 
opment. "One fellow insists he has per- 
sonally seen a cavalryman's 
g r a v e 


marked with a musket that a tree has 
grown completely around." 


So far the work party hasn't stum- 


bled across that lost landmark, but has 
noted several hollow trees which remind 
of one hair-raiser. Destined as a camp- 
fire favorite for future park visitors is 
the story of the "gunned-down revenoo- 
er." 


"They say a bootlegger stuffed his 


body into a tree and the bones are still 
rotting away somewhere in the area." 
continued the State Game Commission of- 
ficial. 


Into its second summer, 
the park 


cleanup employs 31 teenagers under the 


1964 Economic Opportunity Act. Buses 
transport the boys dally from low-income 
homes at Falls City, Auburn, Tecumseh, 
Dunbar and Nebraska City. 


Auburn supervisors 
Larry Danken- 


bring and Hanson Aldrich, along w i t h 
Larry Hornbostel of Falls City, are as in- 
tense about the boys' future as that of 
the sprawling park. More than a dozen 
teenagers ended last summer's program 
with plans to continue their education. 


Approximately half under state own- 


ership now, Indian Cave is scheduled to 
be the state's largest park by the end 
of a 10-year acquisition and development. 
Even with no facilities whatsoever, 
its 


wilderness has drawn a few campers this 
summer. 


"It's still no great number of visit- 


ors, 
yet on weekends we're getting sev- 


eral times the number who drove through 
last year." said Heller. "Since word got 
around about the cemetery work, we've 
been real pleased at all the local peo- 
ple who have stopped by."

workers that at least one legend is true. 
That's of the "whistling tombstone" of 
1890 


"It's 
hollow and has

plates that are loo^e." explained Heller. 
"The wind whistles right through when- 
ever the wind is strong from the south

MantL Together their complex radar an- 
•tennas interlace to form a protective shield 
timown as the Ballistic Missile Early Warn- 
'ing System (BEMEWS). Outside, the mid- 
lu'ght sun this time of the year holds clear 
£1 its twilight zone. But inside the com- 
stnand post, the radar scopes can "see" for 
300Q'miles in an arc of 120 degrees from 
Xhie north to the west. "Satellite due in one 
jplnute," a voice in the dimness says. It 
was the voice of a young, well groomed 
;inair sitting before a small radarscope. 
•Exactly a minute later the expected blip 
•appeared and he noted it in his log book. 
JJ "Sputnik," be said tightly. There was 
something more than mere scientific In- 
terest in his voice. This particular blip 
.was Proton-3, which the Russians launched 
2$cejstly. It is a 12-ton monster. But if It 
.•had been a 16-inch-long needle 2,500 miles 
!*way, the radar still would have seen it. 
If It had been a ballistic missile, the sys- 
tem not only would have seen it, but would 
have known almost instantly when and 
iBosere It-would land. 


", "And almost before you could say 
^'Watch out!" the information would have 
"been computed and sent automatically to 
lhe»North American Air Defense Command 
St"Colorado Springs. Colo., to the Pentagon 
in Washington, to the Strategic Air Com- 
mand in Omaha, Nebraska, and to the Royal 
Air. Force in England. 


Although the system has been in opera- 


tion since October, it was only recently 
'tHat^t achieved the sophistication that it 
now has. This was the result of the installa- 
tion of a huge, superscnsitive electronic 
"eye" known as a tracker. This 110-ton ro- 
tating radar antenna is' housed in a huge 
ylastic ball that stands 10 stories high. The 
radome housing the 84-foot parabolic radar 
disc is comprised of more than 1,600 pieces' 
of six-inch-thick dielectric sandwich honey- 
comb plastic so precise that when the 
last piece -was fitted into the top, there 
yas only one-sixteenth of an inch leeway. 


BARRETT 
This sphere protects the tracker from 


the Alaska winters where the temperature 
plunges to as- low as a minus-75 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It can withstand winds up to 
183 miles per hour. Seeing it from the in- 
side is like looking into a gigantic jewel. 


The tracker rotates on a hydrostatic 


bearing lubricated by a film of special oil 
so thin it takes a microscope to see It— 
4/lQMthi of an Inch, under pressure of l.OW 
pounds per square inch. 


But as marvelous as the machines are, 


they are useless without the men who run 
them and care for them. One of these is 
Bob Nichols of Detroit, a technician. "I 
guess you might say I'm a Latter Day 
'59er," Nichols said. "I had planned to 
come to Alaska eight years ago when that 
bunch of homesteaders came up from the 
Detroit area, but for one reason or another, 
I didn't make it until now." 


His buddy It Cliff Henry, from Allen 


Park, Michigan. Back home he was a tele- 
vision repair man. "This Is a little more 
complicated," he admitted. John Lewis. 
Dayton, Ohio, Is the quiet type. He was 
Interviewed just after be came off the "dog 
watch." John Is a slightly built man but 
the breakfast he had before him Included 
three fried eggs, a pile of bacon, a pile of 
hash browns, a slab of cantaloupe, a sweet 
roll, three pieces of buttered toast and 
black coffee. 


"I've been here four years," he ex- 


plained. "I like classical music and good 


books'. And, as y o u 
can guess, I like to 
eat. F u n n y thing, 
though, I don't seem 
to get fat." The head 


pastry chief is Teddy Ruesch, who learned 
his trade in Switzerland's best hotels and 
came here two years ago from the Sher- 
aton Palace in San Francisco. The living 
quarters, which include dormitories, recre- 
ation facilities and the huge cafeteria, 
"have all the conveniences of town," ex- 
plained R. C. Olson, Monroe, Washington, 
who is systems and equipment control man- 
ager. "There are 760 persons, including 
150 military personnel on the site," he ex- 
plained. "They make an average of §15,000 
a year, plus1 living quarters and meals. The 
employes include 30 women, most of them 
secretaries and key punch operators and 
all of them married to men on the base. 
One fellow is a state representative. After 
all. this' is the 22nd largest town in Alaska 
and our voting precinct is as large as the 
state of Texas. 


"Inside we have a four-lane bowling al- 


ley, a large gymnasium—one of the largest 
in the state, incidentally. Outside we have 
hunting, fishing, gold panning and scenery. 
Lots of scenery. Sometimes we even look 
south—at the largest peak in North Amer- 
ica, Mt. McKinley. But, of course, our real 
interest is the skies to the north."

It will also get more money for levies 
which have their ceiling. It will somewhat 
shift the burden of property taxes. But a 
proposal for a lesser valuation increase 
last year did not carry through. 


It will do another thing. It will hasten 


the day when Nebraska decides on a broad- 
er tax base, for property taxes arc al- 
ready considered unjustly high.

Inasmuch 
as 
practically 


every circle and park in the 
nation's capital is already 
occupied by the statue of 
some Civil"War general on 
h o r s e b a c k , modern-day 
leaders are forced to settle 
for massive buildings or ad- 
ditions to national shrines. 


Many of them are unwill- 


ing to await the judgment 
of history, which can dis- 
passionately decide whether 
they are worthy of a monu- 
ment such as those to Wash- 
ington, Jefferson and Lin- 
coln. 


Instead, while they are 


still in position to wield pow- 
er, they look around for 
ways to leave an observable 
mark on their surroundings. 
Some of the most modest, 
unassuming leaders seem to 
be the worst offenders in this 
respect. To eke a few ex- 
amples: 


Over the furious protest of 


architects and the fine arts 
commission, President Tru- 
man added a "Truman bal- 
cony" to the south front of 
the White House, thus break- 
ing the pristine lines of its 
graceful columns.

Fever is one of the most 


frequent signs of the pres- 
ence of disease, and one that 
can be measured by anyone 
who can read a clinical 
thermometer. 


Keep in mind a few gen- 


eralities about temperature. 
The familiar 98.6 degrees is 
average. Some people, en- 
.tirely normal, may consis- 
tently be a degree or so be- 
low that, without anything 
being wrong. But since 98.6 
is average, it therefore fol- 
lows that for everyone whose 
temperature is normally be- 
low that, there will be some- 
body whose normal tempera- 
ture is that much above the 
average. 


R e c t a l temperature is 


about a degree higher than 
oral; temperature taken in 
the armpit is about a degree 
lower. Temperature declines 
during sleep. It tends to rise 
about a degree in the eve- 
ning. Strenuous exercise can 
raise it from 1 to 4 degrees. 


A fairly high fever alarms 


us, yet it may not necessari- 
ly presage a condition more 
dangerous than that which 
c a u s e s a continued low 
grade fever—say 100 or a bit 
above.

In i n f a n t s , convulsions 


may be touched off by a fe- 
ver, but this tendency less- 
ens after the ages of 1 or 2 


yCChills (and this Is not lim- 
ited to any age) may pre- 
cede the onset of a high fe- 
•ver. It is due to spasm of 
small blood vessels near the 
body's surface. As the spasm 
relaxes, a flush and fceung 
of warmth follows. 


Dear Dr. Molner: For sev- 


eral months I have suffered 
from a burning sensation of 
the tongue. I went to the hos- 
pital for tests but t h e y 
showed nothing. Could tt be 
allergy?—MRS. M. S. 


When h o s p i t a l tests 


haven't found the answer, I 
hesitate to h a z a r d any 
guesses. Yes. allergy is one 
cause of burning tongue. So 
is deficiency of Vitamin B. 
Also lack of sufficient acid 
in the s t o m a c h . Brewer's 
yeast sometimes helps. Med- 
ication to increase acid in 
the stomach can help if that 
is the source of the trouble. 
These are merely shot-in-the- 
dark suggestions, of course. 


Dear Dr. Molner: My bus- 


band has what the doctors 
call restless legs and suffers 
from it Can anything be 
done?—MRS. W.D. 


The exact cause of this is 


not known, but it annoys a 
good many people as t h e y 
get along in years and oc- 
curs when the patient is at 
rest, such as lying in bed or 
sitting in a chair. 


Symptoms c a n include 


tightness, burning, aching, a 
crawling sensation or rest- 
less discomfort, and it often 
goes by the name of "jitter 
legs," which in some cases 
is a good description. 


M o v i n g about usually 


brings relief, but if the an- 
noyance can be prevented— 
as* sometimes it can—that's 
better, of course. 


Occasionally diabetic neu- 


ritis is found in a case, and 
medical attention is in order. 


About hah" the patients are 


found to have some degree 
of depression, and drug ther- 
apy for this condition c a a 
help, although relief m a y 
not be immediate.

Salt Valley Watershed Dis- 


trict directors Wednes- 
day v o t e d to negotiate for 
four s e p a r a t e privately 
owned land parcels in order 
to obtain sufflcent right-of- 
way for the pending second 
stage channel improvements 
on Salt Creek,* from the State 
Fairgrounds to the northeast 
edge of the city. 


Acquisition of the property 


is necessary before the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers can 
proceed with channel stabili- 
zation and drainage work. 


The corps Is ready to go 


once the necessary easements 
are obtained, a 
spokesman 


said the second stage project 
will not be as extensive or as 
costly as phase one, w h i c h 
improved the channel from 
1st and Calvert to the f a i r- 
grounds. 


The directors agreed to ac- 


cept an indcpendant apprais- 
al of the properties, w h i c h 
totaled $24,427, as a basis for 
negotiations. 


In other action, the board 


formally authorized the fiscal 
1966-67 budget to be appor- 
tioned to the six counties with- 
in the district for funding.

Korea, the United States 
lost 1,109 aircraft to ground 
fire—550 Air Force, 559 Navy 
and Marine. Of the total, 652 
were World War II propeller 
types. Annual loss rate: 369. 


These figures come f r o m 


the Pentagon's office of sta- 
tistics. 


There has been some con- 


fusion over the comparative 
loss rate, leading to reports 
that U.S. air losses over Viet 
Nam ran at 1.5 times t h e 
Korean rate. These apparent- 
ly were based on a Pentagon 
figure of 816 aircraft lost to 
groundflre in Korea—a total 
b a s e d on estimates before 
records of all air units in- 
volved in Korea were studied 
in detail. 
The 369 to 386 ratio offers 


a rule of thumb rather than 
a totally reliable index of 
whether the air war in V i e t 
Nam is going better or worse 
than the Korean. 


Air statisticians measure 


losses also against exposure 
to enemy fire—combat flights 
or sorties. The more expos- 
ure, the higher the expected 
losses. 


420,000 Sorties 


In Korea, American planes 


flew a b o u t 420,000 sorties 
against groun targets, plus 
some 69,000 in air-to-air com- 
bat operations. In this latter 
activity, 144 planes were lost. 


There are no sortie statis- 


tics available for Viet Nam. 
In a July 10 news conference, 
Defense Secretary R o b e r t 
McNamara said the J u n e 
sortie rate for the 1,800 air- 
craft stationed In Southeast 
Asia was around 7,000, about 
70% higher than in June. 


Quite probably the annual 


s o r t i e rate in Viet Nam 
against ground targets w i l l 
be close to Korea's, especial- 
ly with the present policy of 
limitation on targets which 
has exempted major indus- 
trial areas of Haiphong a n d 
Hanoi, large power dams and 
irrigation dams in the North. 
It has left pilots mostly with 
what they call "cheap tar- 
gets"—trucks, military de- 
pots bridges, roads and rail- 
roads. 


If nothing else, the V i e t 


Nam air war proves once 
more that a technically unde- 
veloped nation, given proper 


weapons and training, c a n 
learn to use them effectively. 


Ample Stocks 


In their antiaircraft war. 


the North Vietnamese a r e 
using weapons ranging from 
60 caliber to 85 millimeter 
plus some guided 
missiles. 


They apparently have ample 
stocks of guns and ammuni- 
tion. 


They apparently are also 


well equipped with advanced 
radar and with radar that 
controls the timing of guns. 


Air strike tactics for j e t s 


haven't change appreciably 
since the Korean War. A jet 
can't come in a treetop level 
in pinpoint bombing, runs be- 
criuse t h e high approach 
speed would prevent the pilot 
from seeing the target a n d 
using landmarks as naviga- 


tional reference points. For 
accuracy, he must make his 
runs at subsonic speeds.

SAMs Ineffective 


The Soviet-supplied surface 


to air missiles (SAM), on 
the other band,-have so far 
been relatively 
ineffective. 


They operate most efficient- 
ly at altitudes o v e r 10,000 
feet 


There is some speculation 


in the Pentagon, that the Rus- 
sians have withheld more ad- 
vanced missiles from Hanoi 
lest the United States learn 
too m u c h about jamming 
their guidance radar. 


What makes the air war in 


Viet Nam remarkable is that 


it has been almost exclusive- 
ly—about 99.9Tr—one of air- 
craft a g a i n s t antiaircraft 
guns. 


From the outset the North 


Vietnamese, unlike the North 
Koreans and the Chinese in 
Korea, appear to have con- 
ceded control of the air to the 
United States. 


In Korea the United States 


completely dominated t h e 
skies over the north. Despite 
this, the Chinese supported a 
million-man army at the end 
of a 250-mile supply line. The 
solutions were simple. T h e y 
went underground and sup- 
plies were moved on the 
backs of thousands of coolies. 


This is a lesson of the Ko- 


rean War it is unlikely t h e 
North Vietnamese have over- 
looked.

Tucumcarl, N.M. (UPI) — 


A two-year-old Rock Island, 
111., boy was killed and four 
other Illinois residents injured 
Wednesday when their car hit 
the rear of a tractor-trailer 
rig on U.S. 66, 11 miles west 
of Tucumcari. 


State police Identified the 


victim as Johnny Anderson, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Dennis 
Anderson of Rock Island.

Mrs. Terry McFall, both 23, 
also of Rock Island. 


Police said McFall was the 


driver of the car. Authorities 
said he apparently fell asleep 
at the wheel and the car hit 
the truck. The truck driver 
was uninjured. 


Lincoln system was Hartley 
School, at 730 No. 33rd. after 
Ellis T. Hartley.

Getting Into Right College Vital 


j By DR. LESLIE J. NASON 


j Getting into the right col- 
lege is, perhaps, the most im- 
portant hurdle in the educa- 
tional path of a student. Col- 
lege admissions procedures 
wfll be more complex, b u t 
:greatly improved, by t h e 
1970s. 


The process Is under con- 


tinuous study by the College 
E n t r a n c e 
Examination 


Boards' and the admissions 
officers of the colleges—and 
well it should be! 


When a wrong student Is 


admitted to college It Is an 
expensive mistake. He occu- 
pies the place of a student 
who was not admitted and 
who might wen have succeed* 
ed. As a result, there are at 
least seven 
frustrated per* 


sons; two students, four par- 
ento and one admissions of- 
ficer. 


Top marks in high school 


and high scores on scholastic 
aptitude tests are not suffi- 
cient guaranties that a col- 
lege freshman will be suc- 
cessful. Some factors are not 
measured by either of these 
indications. 


Difficulty Persists 


Colleges which now choose 


from among students 
who 


made high grades in h i g h 
school and high scores on the 
entrance tests still have dif- 
ficulty 
in selecting candi- 


dates. 


For example, at California 


Institute of Technology, about 
20% of the freshmen w h o 
entered in 1963 failed to re- 
turn for the sophomore year, 
although they were selected 
with great care. 


The following year the 


school discontinued grades In 
freshmen courses, giving only 
Pass or Fall marks. The 
dean of freshmen, F o s t e r 
Strong, says, "We feel we are 
getting more natural students 
now. They are niaklng bet- 
ter contact with the mate- 
rials and are interested in 
learning and not in the grade 
as a payoff." In the first pass- 
fail year, the number of drop- 
outs fell to 15%. 


My own experience shows 


that high grades in h i g h 
school are not a sure indica- 
tion that a student has de- 
veloped adequate 
skills; of 


learning to succeed in col- 
lege. Neither is the lack of 
these skills brought to light 
through entrance tests. 


Puzzles' Officials 


What puzzles the admission 


officers is that top students 
from good high schools some- 
times are in grave scholas- 
tic difficulties in the first se- 
mester in college. Jane was 
typical. In her case the learn- 
ing deficiency was in the or- 
ganization of subject matter 


and the written expression of 
thoughts under pressure. 


Because of Jane's h i g h 


grades on unit tests she had 
not been required to write fi- 
nal examinations in h i g h 
school. She reached college 
not only without any experi- 
ence in writing essay-type 
examinations but with no skill 
in the overall organization of 
course material that makes 
for permanent learning. 


Jane had succeeded In high 


school on a "drift and cram 
before examinations" basis. 
In high school this brought 
her top grades, but she was 
an all "A" student with little 
knowledge of how to study. 


I predict that in the 1970s 


college admissions 
officers 


will expect principals, coun- 
selors and teachers to evalu- 
ate and report to the college 
a student's progress in de- 
veloping skills of learning. 


With a more i n t i m a t e 


knowledge of the individual 
student, counselors can do a 
better job of getting the 
right student located in the 
right college.

levy Tech School Tax

Atty. Gen. Clarence Meyer 


held Wednesday that the tax 
•which an educational service 
unit is entitled to levy under 
1945 legislation creating 19 
such units over the state may 
not be used to construct an 
area vocational technical 
school. 


The Department of Justice 


•platen prepared for Meyer 
by'Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Harold Mother held that LB- 
301 permits educational ser- 
vice units to provide vocation- 
al technical services, but not 
Co use their tax money to 
tnifid area trade schools. 


The question arose f r o m 
language of LB301 which au- 
thorizes-the units to supply 
various :supplementary educa- 
tional services, among which 
is listed "adult education in- 
cluding area vocational tech- 
nical schools." 


State Education Commis- 


sioner Floyd A. Miller asked 
the clarification. 


Other questions relating to 


area trade schools authorized 
under the 1965 Legislature's 
LB581 were covered in the 
opinion. The findings: 


—That a county Is the smal- 


lest unit which may petition 
the state board of vocational 
education for t h e establish- 
ment of an area vocational 
technical school. 


—That an area trade school 


financing bill, LB482. intends 
that the state limit its distri 
bution of $500,000 in state aid 
to area vocational technical 
schools established u n d e r 
terms of LB581. 


—That LB482 provides for 


the awarding of $100,000 to an 
area trade school for one year 
of a biennium or a portion 
thereof. 


—That the state may pay 


the $100,000 to an area trade 
school when the local area 
has contributed at least $100,- 
000 In any one biennium. The 
factual determination as to- 
when the $100,000 local contri 
bution has been made Is a 
responsibility of the s t a t e 
board of vocational education. 


Significantly, t h e opinion 


said the locally-provided $100,- 
000 does not need to be in 
cash form. 


"In our opinion, the reason- 


able value of the necessary 
land acquired and the neces- 
sary buildings acquired or 
constructed by local partici- 
pation for the puropse of op- 
erating an area vocational 
technical school as well as 
actual funds to the credit of 
the governing board of an 
area v o c a t i o n a l techni- 
cal school may be taken into 
account in the discretion of 
the state board of vocational 
education for the purpose of 
determining eligibility . . .," 
the document said. 


Nebraska's Senators Attack 
Humphrey's Revolt Remark 


- Washington (UPI)—Nebras- 
ka's two Republican senators 
criticized Vice President Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey Wednes- 
day for a remark that he 
"might lead a pretty good re- 
volt* 'if he had to live in a 
slum. 


"Statements 
like this by 


leaders of Mr. Humphrey's 
prominence can only have one 
result." Sen. Roman Hruska 
said. "They will encourage the 
rioting and looting which has 
plagued our cities for the past 
several months. All Ameri- 
cans deplore poor housing 
conditions, but that certainly 
gives us no license to call on 
fellow Americans to revolt. If 
we once decide in this coun- 
try that riots and looting are 
the only way to redress so- 
cial ills then we will have sur- 
rendered to anarchy."

The bill would have pro- 


vided more than 9,600 so- 
called star route postal con- 
tracts w i t h automatic in- 
creases whenever the Con- 
sumer Price Index rose by at 
least one per cent. These 
routes, all in rural areas, are 
contracted for by private in- 
dividuals through bids'. 


Johnson said t h a t any 


blanket adjustment of federal 
contracts based on any price 
index was dangerous. 


"Under this bill," Johnson 


said, "the contractor would be 
automatically entitled to price 
ncreascs. This is not sound 
fiscal policy. It is not fair to 
those who do business with 
the government and it is not 
fair to the taxpayers." 


Johnson felt that If the 


principle of the measure re- 
ceived his approval, it would 
open the door to similar ac-

Senate subcommittee consid- 
ering the impact of the Su- 
preme Court decision on the 
treatment of criminal sus- 
pects. 


Confession Excerpt 


Only a momentary excerpt 


of the confession by the 18- 
year-old youth, on March 17. 
1962. was played. Even in the 
hushed hearing room, his 
voice could barely be heard. 


"He's now confessing," said 


Yale Kamisar, the University 
of Michigan law professor 
who played the record. "'He's 
barely audible . . . to some 
extent the officers are dic- 
tating his confession. 


"He's in such a state that 


he'll say anything." 


Blron was convicted on the 


basis of his confession, but 
the Minnesota Supreme Court 
ruled it Invalid. He was con- 
victed again on other evi-

coln's plan for a city-state

Mayor Dean H. Petersen, 


backed by the City Council 
has suggested the commis 
sion defer a site location de- 
cision until he has adequate 
time to detail the plan.

The town of Nsukka is a modern com- 


munity compared to Nigeria's outlying dis- 
tricts. Its largest institution is the Univer- 
sity of Nigeria which hosts faculty mem- 
bers with worldwide homelands and cre- 
dentials, but is supported largely by Michi- 
gan State University. As a faculty mem- 
ber of MSU, Mr. House chairs the depart- 
ment of humanities at the Nigerian univer- 
sity.

That problem, as Mr. House ex- 
plained it, is1 westernization which has 
caused many students to reject native tra-

ditions, even though they are yet unable to 
embrace western culture. 


With a study of the history of both Afri- 


can and western arts and letters, the Uni- 
versity's aim is to provide the students 
with a background which will enable them 
to apply aspects of both cultures to the 
emerging African society. 


The influence of western culture may 


be seen in the effect that fads have upon 
Nigerian teen-agers. The younger students 
often reject traditional habits such as braid- 
ed locks for wigs which make them ap- 
pear straight-haired, or "wear their skirts 
much shorter than their mothers w o u l d 
like them," Mrs. House observed. But, both 
Mr. and Mrs. House have noticed a recenl 
trend among the older students towards 
donning traditional robes in lieu of western 
dress and changing Christian names to Af- 
rican. 


Noting a difference between Nigerian 


and American women Mrs. House said, "so 
many of the American wives jump into 
community activities while their Nigerian 
counterparts tend to be more home-cen- 
tered." In this respect, Nigeria has not 
changed Mrs. House, a past president of

The 
primary explanation, as Mrs. House pointed 
out, is that with no hot running water, com- 
mercial baking or telephone service, shop- 
ping and housekeeping take much longer 
and servants arc a necessity. 


"If we didn't maintain a servant staff," 


Mr. House added, "we wouldn't be doing 
our share to help the Nigerian economy. As 
it is we're supporting three other famlies 
for an amount equivalent to about $23 a 
month." 


Bartering adds to the excitement of be- 


ing in Nigeria, as well as the time spent 
shopping, according to Mrs. House. Noth- 
ing is marked for price. Cost is decided on 
a give and take proposition between the 
customer and the shopkeeper. 


This aspect of Nigerian life points to 


what the Houses consider to be one of the 
most pleasant aspects of living in Africa. 
That is. according to Mr. House, that people 
and personal relationships are tremendously 
important there. "The quality of a rela- 
tionship is stressed rather than its efficien- 
cy." he said. 


Mrs. House agrees with this statement, 


adding that the most difficult part of chang- 
ing from American to Nigerian society is 
not necessarily going there, but rather 
coming back to the U.S. and trying to keep 
up the rapid pace. 


The Houses will leave Lincoln this 


weekend for their return flight home. They 
will probably take advantage of the trip to 
make a short stopover in Rome.

up dry the skin? I have dry 
skin and a wrinkle problem 
because I smile easily; when 
I do, my whole face breaks 
up.

I have a good 
complexion but think that 
makeup would improve my 
appearance.

A. You need not fear that 


today's makeup will dry the 
skin. To the contrary, many 
makeup foundations or bases 
contain moisturizing agents 
which axe especially correc- 
tive to dry 
complexions. 


Many women use these in 
order to avoid dryness. AND, 
don't give up that responsive 
delightful smile! 


Q. I decided to start on 


your Eight-Week Beauty Im- 
provement Plan a week ago 
and was very pleased to dis- 
cover that I lost four pounds 
in that week and never was 
really hungry. My only trou- 
ble is that my sweet tooth 
never seems to be satisfied 
and always seems to be my 
downfall.

This two-for-one exchange 


is certainly a worthwhile 
transaction when you can ar- 
range it. Here is an example 
of how the deed is done. 


Let's say you're in four 


hearts and West leads the 
jack of diamonds. When you 
finesse the queen, it loses to 
the king and back comes a 
diamond which you take with 
the ace. 


It now looks as though you 


might have to lose two dia- 
monds and two spades to go 
down one, but naturally you 
start to look for ways and 
means of saving a trick. It 
does seem that there should 
be some way of utilizing the 
Q-J of clubs, and that is ex- 
actly what you try to do to 
save the contract. 


At trick three you play a 


club to the ace and follow 
with a heart to the nine. You 
then play the queen of clubs. 
As it happens, East follows 
low, so you discard a dia- 
mond on the queen, which 
West wins with the king. 


The effect of this play is 


that you lose a club you did 
not have to lose while sub- 
stituting a diamond for it 
which you did have to lose. 
You could call this simply 
an exchange of tricks if 
you wanted to, but actually, 
you gain one trick on the 
transaction. In the course of 
the exchange, the jack of 
clubs became a trick, and 
this manufactured trick en- 
ables you to discard a spade 
later on the jack and thus 
hold yourself to three losers. 


Note that it would have 


made no difference if East 
had been the player with the 
king of clubs. In that case, 
you would have trapped the 
king to gain the extra club 
trick.

City Recreation Asking 
$30,729 Budget Boost 


. . . SEEKS $234,547 FOR NEXT FISCAL YEAR 


The City Recreation Depart- 


ment has proposed a $234,547 
budget for the upcoming fis- 
cal year, an increase of 
130,729 over 196546 and $73,000 
more than was spent 
In 


1954-65. 


The largest proponed In- 


crease comes under capital 
Improvements where 16,700 
was budgeted last year but 
where the request Is for 
S24.4M for 1966-67. 


Tne biggest share of this 


proposal is $10,000 to black 
top the parking lots at Muny 
Field and Muny Swimming 
Pool. Some $7,900 would go 
tor fencing at various recrea- 
tion facilities around the city 
and another $6,500 for rec- 
reation grounds improvement 
—more .backstops at Woods 
Park and Cooper Park and 
more bleachers at Muny 
Fields. 


Other highlights Include: 
—$6,500 for salary increases 


among 
recreation 
personnel, 


based on merit and range adjust- 
ments for the present staff. 


-4975 for the Improvement ot 


plumbing facilities, especially at 
Sherman Field. 


—$1,400 (up $1.300) for the mis- 


cellaneous maintenance of b a l l 
diamonds. 


—$2,057 (double last year's alot- 


ment) for repair of lighting at ball 
diamonds and tennis courts. 


—Increased 
expenditures 
for 


supplies for games, picnics, ban- 
dicraft and sports. 


—More funds to accommodate 


programs for camping for the ill 
and handicapped and senior citi- 
z e n s programs and additional 
gyms for City League Basketball. 


—And new equipment, Including 


$1.036 for a Lire - O - Scribe for 
printing posters. $1.065 for two 
mobll radio units — one to be in- 
stalled In the recreation superin- 
tendent's car and the other In the 
maintenance foreman's truck with 
a desk set in the recreation super- 
intendent's office — and $930 (or 
new furnitures and fixtures in the 
new offfice building. 


The blacktopplng of t h e 


Muny parking lots is neces- 
sary since the area is pres- 
ently graveled and a continu- 
al maintenance problem, t h e 
budget said. "This area is 
heavily used in s u m m e r 
months and it is Impossible 
to control the amount of dust 
coming off of this area Into 
the ball fields and pool." 


Regarding electrical repair 


the proposal noted, "As a re- 
sult of expanded lighting at 
the various ball 
diamonds 


and tennis courts this expen- 
diture is necessary." No men- 
tion was made of adding 
lighting to existing facilities. 


The budget explained that 


Increase in programs was the 
reasoning behind 
increasing 


the proposal for supplies. 


The budget said the amount 


f o r 
miscellaneous 
mainte- 


nance of grounds allotted in 


. 1965-66 was "very inadequate. 


Expenditures here arc f o r 
such things as replacement 
and repair of wire on ball 
field backstops, replacemcn 
of fencing around the b a 1 
fields, 
along 
with genera 


maintenance of these d i a- 
monds. 


As a supplement to t h e 


budget, figures were rcleascc 
on the cost of turning t h e 
soon-to-bc-vacated fire stations 
at 23rd and O Sts. and 13th 


. and F Sts. 
Into 
recreation 


centers. 


To make such an adjust* 


ment would cost $16,214.00 
for capital outlay improve- 
ments, furnishing and equip- 
ment and the operation of the 
23rd and O station and $16,- 
886 for the station at 13th and 
F. 


Superintendent of Recrea- 


tion Bob Dula noted some of 
the possible uses for the fire 
stations as lapidary, ceram- 
ics, plastics, senior citizen 
meetings, ill and handicapped 
meetings, s p e c i a l interest 
group meetings, drop-in so- 
cial and neighborhood recrea- 
tional activities, dances, ex- 
ercise classes a n d hobby 
shows. 


Such a setup would also al- 


low the city to move its crafts 
room to one of the centers 
and out of Pershlng Auditori- 
um for which the city recrea- 
tion department is paying $200 
a month in rent. 


The City Recreation De- 


partment is a division of t h e 
city's public safety depart- 
ment and the yearly budget 
requires approval of the City 
Council and mayor. 


During upcoming b u d g e t 


sessions, the mayor and Coun- 
cil will review the recreation 
budget and can add or sub- 
tract f r o m the requested 
amount.

Windsor is quoted by an in- 
terviewer as saying he could 
have kept his throne in 1936 
and still married his duchess, 
had he chosen to be "a hypo- 
crite."

Luce in the current issue of 
McCall's the Duke says Win- 
ston Churchill and the l a t e 
Lord Beavcrbrook urged him 
not to abdicate as king of 
England but to "hold on to 
his throne and marry in due 
time." 


"But if I had permitted tbe 


politicians or encouraged the 
public to stand with me," 
Mrs. Luce quotes the Duke, 


I would have been forming 


—don't you sec?—A king's 
party, a political party to 
serve my own private Inter- 
ests. 


"Had I done that, I would 


not have been a worthy king. 
I would have been asking my 
people to pay the price of 
public dissension and political 
strife between throne and 
Parliament for what I want- 
ed. 


"So I decided—alone—that 


I alone should pay the price, 
which was clearly abdication. 
It was the only course that 
was at the same time right 


for me and right for Bri- 
tain." 


The duke is quoted as say- 


ing he could have appealed 
to the people of Britain over 
the heads of his enemies, or 
that he could have remainec 
silent about his love for the 
former Wallis Simpson unti 
after his coronation. The in 
tcrview continues: 


"The king is not only heac 


of the state. He is the head 
of the church. I would have 
been crowned by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury as de- 
fender of the faith. 


"I Intended to marry Mrs. 


Simpson 
sooner 
or later. 


Knowing what was In my 
heart, It I had permitted my 
self to be crowned as defend- 
er of the faith—well, I would 
have been a hypocrite .Don't 
you see?."

Heart Of Area 


Gamer, owner of Larry's 


Meat Market in the heart of 
the rioting area along Hough 
Avenue, poked around t h e 
charred ruins of his burned 
and looted establishment. 


He said looters smashed in- 


to his store, broke into a safe 
and left him "flat broke." 
"They say we are capital* 


izing on the Negroes," he 
said. "That's not true. When 
I first moved here 19 years 
ago, there were very few Ne- 
groes. They came to me. I 
didn't come to them." • 


Looters smashed plate glass 


windows and doors to enter 
stores along Hough Avenue. 
Protective wire gates offered 
little protection. They ripped 
through the gates to get at 
the merchandise. 


Men, 
women and children 


shared In the "windfall." 


In some instances, the loot- 


ing went on as police stood 
by in the background. 
Police Judgment 


"Arrests for looting are a 


matter of police judgment," 
City Safety Director J o h n 
N. McCormlck said. 


"The policeman may feel 


that arresting a looter, par- 
ticularly a youngster, could 
touch off an incident of vio- 
lence," he said. 


Looters took little or no pre- 


caution to disguise their ac- 
tivity. 


Men carrying rolls of room- 


length rugs walked brazenly 
down Hough Avenue. Others 
made no attempt to stop pho- 
tographers from taking their 
pictures as they carried mer- 
chandise from window-shat- 
tered stores.

Some merchants arrived at 


their stores while they were 
being looted. Rather than face 
the possibility of Injury In try- 
Ing to prevent the plundering, 
they told the "bargain seek- 
ers" to take what they want- 
ed. 


In all cases the looters 


obliged them. 


If the merchandise w a s 


gone, the looters took what 
was left—electric fans, air con- 
ditioners, adding machines, 
desk lamps and furnishings. 


Much of the looted mer- 


chandise was offered for im- 
mediate "resale" at bargain 
prices. But most of the plun- 
der wound up in the home of 
the looter.

Part of Team 


Dr. Smith was part of a 


medical team at Omaha Vet- 
erans 
Hospital which re- 


moved the left hemisphere of 
a patient's cerebrum more 
than seven months ago and 
has subsequently concluded 
his progress toward recovery 
disproves some of the tradi- 
tional textbook concepts. 


Dr. Smith said it has been 


generally believed that the 
left, or d o m i n a n t , hemi- 
sphere, which this patient had 
removed because of a malig- 
nant tumor, controlled speech, 
verbal comprehension, visual 
color discrimination, purpose- 
ful movement of both arms 
and certain "higher" intellec- 
turay tasks. 


Marked Progress 


Nearly eight months after 


the operation the patient not 
only has survived, but has 
made marked progress in 
these areas. He is able to 
s p e a k spontaneously, ask 
questions, play checkers, use 
the telephone, move his right 
leg and hand on command 
and move independently in a 
wheel chair. His comprehen- 
sion has shown marked im- 
provement, Dr. Smith said, 
and now "can do things the 
average American male has 
difficulty with."

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CONGRESS EFFICIENCY BILL 
HAS RECESS, SECRECY CURBS 


- Washington <fl —A battery 
of proposals, including an an- 
nual summer recess and a 
•curb on congressional secrecy 
have been approved tentative- 
ly by a Senate-House commit- 
tee that 'has been studying 
•ways to make Congress more 
efficient. 
j Both houses would be re- 
quired to recess each year on 
July 31, except during de- 
clared wars, returning In 
September If necessary. And 
the committee recommended 
that Congress operate on a 
.5-day work week Instead of 
.the present Tuesday-to-Thurs- 
jday schedule. 
: The report was drafted by 
;the joint committee on the or- 


ganization of Congress which 
was set up last year to pro- 
vide the f 1 r s t comprehensive 
review of congressional oper- 
ations in 20 years. It is sched- 
uled for f o r m a l approval 
Thursday. 


All proposals are subject to 


action by the two houses, and 
strong opposition is expected 
to a number of them—espec- 
ially a proposed realignment 
of Senate and House commit- 
tees. 


The most controversial of 


these would split the House 
Education and Labor Commit- 
tee, headed by Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell, D-N.Y., Into 
a committee on labor and

state constitution. 


Both men were asked about 


their reaction to threats of 
war criminal trials for c a p- 
tured American soldiers in 
Viet Nam. 


"If I were there," Eisen- 


hower said, "there would be 
strong reaction." 


When E i s e n h o w e r was 


asked whether he was endors- 
ing Romney for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination 
in 1968, both men laughed 
heartily. Eisenhower s a i d 
they hadn't "gotten t h a t 
far."

three, giving each a total of 
seven. 


4. Capitol guides would be 


made legislative employes 
thus eliminating the need for 
charges for Capitol tours.
